: eg 
| PHE GREAT PLAIN OF CHINA AND ITS RIVERS. 
By the Great Plain.of China we mean in 
general terms all that portion of the empire 
‘which is north of the Yang-tze-Kdang, east of the 
mountains that bound.the provinces, of Honan 
and Chihii on the west,‘and | south of the 
mountains that separate Chili from Manchuria, 
Here [sa very respectable area, which may be 
roughly spoken of ns twenty degrees of latitude. 
in length, and perhaps ten degrecs of longitude 
. in width, By examining a good Chinese map, 
. this territory is seen to be, traversed by 9 gréat 
variety of streams, all strug, jing onder the 
‘greatest difficulties to make their way to the sea. 
Ofa few of the many rivers which occupy this 
extensive tract, foreigners know a great deal 
too much, Since the introduction of the tele- 


graph and the dispersion. of ‘forciguers all 


over. the, interior of these provinces, a great 
Aca! niore attention than before bas been paidto 
_ inundations due tooverflows of the Yellow River. 
Twenty years, ago, these ‘occurrences were, 
acarcely noted, because to forcigners they were 
scarcely known. Now, the moment an outbreale 
occurs, the news is telegraphed all over. the 
world.
